He now has eight 
varieties of chickens and the finest 
Mnin/e turkeys. The male bird at 
the head of Ilia pen of turkeys was 
bought at the cost of $50 and is be- 
yond doubt the largest turkey over 
aeen in this county. 

His pauoi Barred rylmouth Rocks is 
headed by a premium cock purchased 
from J. 11. Thompaou, the taker of 
tln> first priies at the great New York 
lioultrv show this spring. 

His Light Bralunas aro also headed 
by a splendid cock bought at a fancy 
prico. This pen is one of his favor- 
ites and his birds are certainly lioau- 
tioa. 

Next in importance ale the Leg- 
horn!, Brown ami Wbito. These great 
ogg producers are carefully mated 
ami tho pons contain somo prize-win- 
ning fowl*. 

Tho othor varieties are Buff Coch- 
ins, Tartridgo Cochins, Houdans and 
Bantams. The Cochins belong to the 
great Asiatic family and are splendid 
s|j..,-imous of these [xipular breeds, 
although the pens* this season con- 
tain only a limit.-. I number. 

The Houdans are beautiful speckled 
birds with great top-knots, making 
them exceedingly showy. They are 
considered one of tho very best table 
fowls. ' 

Mr. Dickon's puna are most favor- 
ably located. They aro shaded by 
fruit trees aud both grass and 
gravel ranges aro providod and every 
care will be taken to produce the 
most favorable results. 

In addition to thoeo breeds Mr. 
Dlokefl has ordered oggs from tho 
best strains of Longshaus and the 
popular new breed, tho Indian Games. 

The yards aro not open for buai- 
ness iu eggs this spriug. Mr. Dickon 
will hatch all his eggs this season and 
make arrangement* to do a big busi- 
ness in the full and another year. He 
has now ou hand about 300 fowls, 
but ouly tho best birds aro ponued 
for breediug purposes and many of 
the hens have been turned into a 
largo yard and are kept sololy for the 
eggs they lay. 

Tho most interesting feature of the 
establishment is tho incubator for 
hatching the young chicks. It is a 
I'rairie State, tho largest and best 
uiuko, which has taken premiums in 
about thirty-five exhibitions. Ita 
average capacity is about 27i> eggs, 
and it is now filled with eggs that will 
turn out chiekens this week, which 
will bo the first incubator- hatched 
chickons that over broko a sholl iu 
Christian county. The incubutor is 
provided with a toster to examine the 
eggs and on tho fifth day all infertile 
eggs are carefully removod and usod 
It is a fact not generully known thut 
an egg will not "stx>il" unless it has a 
chicken in it and that eggs that are 
not fertilized enn 1» used oven after a 
hen has sat upon them for a wook or

charge, anil the most difficult prob- 
lotn it now has to solve, is how to re- 
ward its friends and pay even a small 
part of its political debts without 
ruining the country. When out of 
power it promised anything to every- 
body ; but there is not monoy enough 
to go around, and as no one is willing 
to be left out of the distribution or 
even to reduce his claim, the situation 
has become quite serious. It has 
promised the taxpayers that it would 
reduce taxation, aud it # has promised 
tho Holdiers aud the Bubsidy-huuters 
that it would iucrease the expendi- 
tures. It cannot do both, and it dare 
not refuse to do either. It has prom- 
ised the frionds of silver that it would 
help them to remove tho restrictions 
now Imposed by law upon tho coinage 
of that metal, it has promised the ad- 
vocates of (ho gold stuudurd that it 
WOtlld do nothing to tlepreciate tho 
value or interfere with the stability of 
our currency. In a vain offort to 
keep both of these pledges, it pro- 
poses to convert the Treasury De- 
partment into a warehouse for the 
storage of silvor bullion, nutl to issue 
receipts to 1» used as monoy. This 
is tho only new financial policy it has 
so far developed, but its resources uro 
not yet exhausted, and if tho demands 
of the discontented become sufficient- 
ly strong, we may have paper prom- 
ises to pay issued upon deposits of 
wheat anil com, or upon farm mort- 
gages. It will lx> difficult to sutisfy 
the plundered and impoverished 
farmer that his claim upon the bounty 
of the government is not as just as 
the claims of t he prosporous owner of 
silvor mines or tho wealthy owner of 
ships.

INDIAN QHOST STORY. 
Dead Chlekaaawe I telle red to I lane* end 

1'Uy MaU l.jr Moonlight. 

The Chiclcasawa have a superstition 
that on moonlight nights during mid- 
summer their dead warriors and noted 
ball-plavera moot aad danea the hi- 
yooh-ah-caee. which Is a dance of and- 
ante, and play ball. Should a living 
person coma within the spirit circle 
death soon overtakes him. 

in 1840 the write* was Commissary of 
Subsistence tor the Chickasaw., and had 
throe depots for Issuing rations. Tho 
principal one was at Fort CoAVo, on the 
Arkansas river; there wss one on the 
Canadian, forty-fivu miles west of Coffee, 
and another at Pickens, thirty miles 
south of Coffee. About ore miles from 
the fort was the Choctaw agency and 
superintendent^ of tho Wo«L lletweon 
there and Cheadle's, tho depot on the 
Canadian, there waa only one settlement. 
Creek billy's, named after a Crook In- 
dlan who had a Chickasaw wife. Half 
of the distance waa prairie. During 
the day In midsummer the files on the 
prairie were so troublesome that It waa 
almost Impossible to ride, and conse- 
quently travel was mostly at night 

On a moonlight night In August, In 
company with two beef contractors, tho 
writer left Fort Coffee snd made the 
ride to the Canadian, Issued rations and 
rested lor a day. On the evening fol- 
lowing he left thorn alone on the re- 
turn trip. It was a very dry season. 
Creek Hilly had a good weU, and travel- 
ers usually stopped there to water their 
hones. It must have been near mid- 
night when the writer reached there, 
refreshed his horse aud himself with a 
cooling drink and left. Ia a vast wilder- 
ness. In the stillness of the night, one's 
senses of sight and hearing become ex- 
tremely acute. 

About half an hour after leaving 
Billy's I heard the sound of horse's 
hoofs, and soon discovered an Indian on 
horseback oatnlag at full speed toward 
me. He recognised me snd drew up. 
Fear was depicted cm bis face. It may 
well be said that the hair of his hea4 
stood on end. Me said: "Go back to 
Illlly's; I heard the spirits hl-yoch-ah. 
ohee In that little prairie (which I had 
to pass through) aad they will kill you 
if you go on." He was a little under 
the Influence of liquor. I asked him 
for h)s bottle, which he handed me, and 
I took a good drink from it and rode on. 

A short dlstenr-e from where I left 
him I heard soat* wolves howL In 
his bested imagination that a/as the 
hl-yooh-ah-chee ha had heard. I bad 
passed the prairie be men- 
tioned, and waa somo distance 
from it, riding Into a sandy bottom 
crook wblnb was perfectly dry, when 
my bone took a sudden fright and 
lumped, I turned my bead and thought 
1 ssw Just behind my horse what looked 
like an Indian covered from head to fool 
with a blanket, as the Indisns wrap 
their dead. Fortunately presence of 
mind ladMoad me to rein up my horse 
and take a second look. It was only a 
pillar of sand which, la his jump, my 
horse with his hind feet lisd thrown up. 
Had I aot taken a second look I mlgbr 
have believed durlag all my Ufa that I 
had seen something supernatural.— N.

Wo had no more then time to grope 
about snd hunts pockety hollow against 
the outer warm rim «f the crater, dia- 
pose ourselves hssUly for the night and 
crunch a little food from our haver- 
sacks, when the dark fell upon us pal- 
pably like the flap of some majestic 
wing.

Take a polished metal surface of two 
feet or more, with a straight edge; a 
large hand-saw will answer the purpose.

Incline It about 
41 dogs, to the horiton, so that the wind 
striking, glsnces snd fluws over tba 
edge, as the water flows over a dam. 
Now sight carefully along the edge some 
minutes at a sharply-donned object, and 
ynu will see the wind pouring over the 
edge In graceful curves Mske your ob- 
servstlons carefully and you will hardly 
ever fall in tho experiment; the results 
sro even better If the sun is obscured.-

RUSKIN'S BOYHOOD. 

Bs Had to Seek Ills Own Ainuseniciite, 
and ■■• found Theui. 
As one reads Preterits, It soems as If 
John Buskin wrote his history not with 
ink. but painted It down with light and 
eolor; bo brings the very atmosphore of 
bis life and its phsses before nl with 
such an lnstantaueous mastery as few 
besides hsve ever reached— tho life 
within and the sight without, tho sweet 
eternal horisons (ovou though they lie 
but Norwood hills and ridges), the liv- 
ing snd delightful figures in tho fore- 
ground. 

Its author has chosen to christen the 
story Pneterlta, but was ever a book 
less bulonging to the past and more en- 
tirely present to our mood than thisone? 
Not Uoethe's own biography, nut even 
Csrlyle's passionate reminisce nccs.comc 
up to it in vividness. There tiro so few 
words, such limpid linages are brought 
flashing before us that one al- 
most asks: "Is it a book or is 
it something out of our own secret 
consciousness thut we mm-mlnr ss we 
read?" Are we not actually living in Its 
pages, in tho dawning light of that 
anstere yet glorious childhood'.' Half n 
century rolls back, and we see the buhy 
npabovo at the drawing-room windows, 
standing absorbed, watching tho water- 
oarta, and that wondrous turn-cock, 
"who turns and turns till a fountain 
springs up in the middle of the street," 
aad aa we still watch the child, gniiug 
out with his gray, decp-sot eyos, the 
brown brick walls somehow become 
transparent, aa they did for Ebeneior 
Scrooge, and we are In tho same mys- 
terious fashion sbsorbod Into the quiet 
home and silent life. Wo get to know 
tha inmates wltb sumo immaterial 
friendship and intimacy. Tbe father, 
"that entirely honest man" of rare 
gifts and refinement, going and coming 
to his wine-merchant's office in llil- 
letor street; the mother, combining 
the spirit of Martha and of Mary, un- 
flinching, orderly, living for ber hus- 
band and ber son, not rejoctlng the bet- 
ter part, but forcing every member of 
her household to conform to her vlows 
of both worlds, and binding down their 
lives by some emphatic and restraining 
power. But bow soon the child born to 
such liberty of thought, tosuch absolute 
obodienoe of will, learns to escspo 
from bis bonds, to create bis own life 
aad worldl His very playthinga (all 
others being denied to him) he makes 
for himself out of tho element!, the air 
above, the waters beneath, the craters 
of the coal-heavers as they empty tho 
sacks at the door. "My mother's gen- 
eral principles of tbo first treatment 
were to guard me with steady watchful- 
ness from all avoidable pain or danger; 
and for the rest to let mo amuse mysolt; 
but the law waa I should find my own 
amusement No toys of any kind 
were at first allowed, and the 
pity of my Croydon aunt for tho monas- 
tic poverty In this respect was bound: 
less. On one of my birthdays, thinking 
to overcome my mothor's resolution by 
splendor of temptation, she bought the 
mpst radiant Punch and Judy she could 
find la »l> the Sole, ltaiar. aa big aa a 
real Poach and Judy, til dressed In 
scarlet apd go)d, and that would dance, 
* * My mothor wss obliged to accept 
them, but afterward quietly told me i| 
was not right I should have them, and I 
never saw tbem again. " 

This Croydon aunt must have boon a 
good and loving aunt to little John 
"Whenever my father was 111," hp, says 
—"and hard work and sorrow had al- 
ready set their mark on him— we al| 
wont to Croydon to be petted by my 
homely aunt, and walk on Duppas Hill 
anil on tbo heathor of Addington." 
Re dwells with affoctionate re- 
mombranco upon tbe house ami its 
gables and oarly fasoinatlons for him: 
"My obosen domain being tho shop, the 
back room, and the stones round tbe 
spring of crystal water at the back door 
(long since lot down into the modern 
sewer), and my chief companion my 
aunt's dog Towser, whom she had taken 
pity on when be was a spspptsb starved 
vagrant, and made a brave and affee- 
Uonate dog of, wbioh was the kind of 
thing sbe did for every living creaturo 
that oame in her way all ber life long. " 

Mrs. Buskin, wltb all hor passionste 
devotion to her son. seems to hsvo had 
no idea whatever of making a little child 
happy. The baby's oducstlon Was ter- 
ribly consistent; he was steadily 
whipped when he was trooblosomo or 
when he tumbled down-stairs. "We sel- 
dom had company evon on week days, 
and I was nover allowed to come down 
|p dossurt unUl much later In life, when 
I was able to crack other people's nuts 
for them, but never to bave any myself, 
nor sny thing else of a dainty kind. Onpe 
at Hunter street I recollect my mother 
giving me tbreo raisins in the forenoon 
out of tbe store cabinet." But not all 
the rulos snd rails and restrictions of 
Hunter stroet and Brunswick Square 
could prevent the child from finding out 
for himself tbst brick walls do pot a 
prison mako, nor Iron bars a cage. He 
stands In the light of tho window, In his 
silent, thoughtful fsshion, creating his 
own existence for himself, and just as 
the turn-cock turned and turned until a 
fountain sprang from the pavement, so 
even in baby-life does Buskin lay his 
master-band upon the stones, snd lo! 
tbe stream of Ufo begins to flow, In 
later days ho smiles tho rock, and bids 
the children drink living waters from 
tho spring of lifu eternal, # sometimes 
slso to be mingled wltb those waters of 
suite called "Merlbah."— Anne Thack- 
eray Bitchie, in Harper's Magaxlne.
